Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner Jean-Louis contacted Attorney Tom Wolski regarding the 
Appeal Brief conference. The Examiner informed Attorney Wolski that claim 28 is allowable to the extent of the elected 
species and that claim 34 would need to be incorporated into claim 28. In addition, claims 1 8-1 9 and 34 would need to 
be cancelled since they are directed to the generic formula and not to the allowable species. Additionally, claims 24, 
26, and 32-33 would also be allowable after the aforementioned amendment of claim 28. Furthermore, given that a 
restrictiion requirement was made on the claims, the presently withdrawn claims would need to be cancelled as well 
before the suggested amendment would be issued to allowance. Attorney Wolski stated that he needed to discuss 
such amendment with Applicant and will inform the Office of the decision within a couple of days. On 09/20/1 0, the 
Examiner contacted Attorney Wolski regarding applicant's decision to amend claim 28. Attorney Fenus returned the 
call and informed the Examiner that applicant wanted to amend the claim 28 further by incorporating derivatives of 
estetrol as well as estetrol. The Examiner informed Attorney Fenus on 09/21/10 that such amendment will be 
considered but since it is After Final, the examiner maintains that a search will need to be performed before such 
amendment will be considered allowable. Attorney Fenus will inform the Examiner of Applicant's decision .
